If we know what we are about, we 
shall not consider agricultural edu- 
cation a prerogative only of farm boys 
and men. Farm women and girls need 
appropriate agricultural education 
quite as much as their male counter- 
parts need the agricultural education 
appropriate for them. 

About 40 percent of the business of 
the country is in farm _ products. 
About 40 percent of our people have 
direct connections with farming as 
buyers, distributors, and processors 
of farm products; purveyors of goods 
and services to farmers; and owners 
of farm land. The population of “part- 
time farmers” with city occupations 
is, percentage-wise, the fastest grow- 
ing part of our national population. 
Many city people find agricultural 
hobbies the best possible departures 
from their daily routines. 

All citizens share in approving the 
public agricultural policies under 
which agriculture is conducted; they 
need education to perform this func- 
tion. Los Angeles and other cities 
have found that agricultural educa- 
tion involving agricultural projects is 
a potent tool in the development of 
wholesome city boys and girls 


If we are to use agricultural 
education to help in the devel- 
opment of people we shall use it 
with any kind of people whom 
it can help to develop. The prob- 
lem is not one of making work 
for teachers of agriculture, dis- 
placed because of a decline in 
the farm population, but of 
financing the employment of 
enough of these teachers to do 
what might be done 


Many Teach Some Ag 

If agricultural education were an 
integral part of an adequate school 
system, there would be need for it in 
the elementary school, the junior high 
school, the senior high school, the 
community college, and the adult di- 
vision within the system. Agriculture 
is a part of everyone’s environment, 
which needs to be understood and 
appreciated as other parts of the 
environment are understood and ap- 
preciated 

Many school subjects are not thor- 
oughly understood or used as fully 
as they might be used unless their 
relationships to agriculture are ex- 
plored. Teachers of agriculture are 
not the only teachers who teach agri- 
culture; a recent study at Augusta 
Ill has shown that 21 of the 22 
teachers in the school system are 
teaching something about agriculture
